The international application does not comply with the requirements of unity of invention because it does not relate to 
one invention or to a group of inventions so linked as to form a single general inventive concept. In coming to this 
conclusion the International Searching Authority has found that there are different inventions as follows: 



Claims 1-21, 24, 26 and 27 are directed to a security door system for a vehicle comprising an outer door and an 
inner screen security door where the screen door has a frame forming an opening with a sliding section within 
the frame and a quick action lever on the inside of the screen door for locking and unlocking the screen door, 
there being a lock on the outside of the screen door for securing the sliding section in a closed and locked 
position, this lock being unlocked from the outside using a key to allow the sliding section to be opened to 
allow access from the outside to the quick action lever. It is considered that the quick action lever and the 
lockable sliding section comprises a first "special technical feature". 

Claims 22 and 25 are directed to a security door system for a vehicle comprising an outer door and an inner 
security screen door with a quick action lever on the inside of the screen door to lock and unlock the screen 
door and the outer door. It is considered that the quick action lever on the inside of the screen door locking 
and unlocking both doors comprises a second special technical feature. 



Claim 23 is directed to a security door system for a vehicle comprising an outer door opened by a handle on 
the inside of the door and an inner security screen door unlocked by a quick action lever on the inside of the 
screen door. 



Since the abovementioned groups of claims do not share any of the technical features identified, a "technical 
relationship" between the inventions, as defined in PCT rule 13.2 does not exist Accordingly the international 
application does not relate to one invention or to a single inventive concept, a priori. 
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
